2 Writer in the Electrical Times savs :~ 
fhe Dublin undertaking has not much to 
learn from those on this side of the Channel 
if one may judge by the progress achieved.

During the past year 5,680 kilowats of new 

connections were made and the sales went u 
by nearly three million units, including bulk 
supplies oulside the City, - This should be 
good enough, but actually the position was 
even better, for the sales inside the City 
were higher by nearly 34 millions, the differ 
ence being explained by a decline in the bulk 
units outside. 
_ In Dublin there is not much scope for an 
industrial load, but the domestic business is 
being wooed with considerable success by 
means of a showroom, by a domestic tariff, 
by a hiring service, and last, but not least, 
by.a Ladies’ Electrical Association. 

After reproducing tables of figures of 
“Technical Records,” ‘ Financial Results,” 
and “ Analysis of Working Costs,’’ the 
writer continues :— 

Dublin was undoubtedly hit very hard by 
the coal strike, but the adjustment in the 
casts this time has neutralised a decline of 
0.89d. per unit in the average receipts, so 
that the gross profit and surplus were almost 
the same as before—the surplus is down a 
trifle, but £3,000 off £59,000 does not 
amount to much. =. 

In the allocation of profits £10,000 goes 
to the renewals fund and £10,000 is 
appropriated for working capital; but that 
is not all, for the remainder goes bodily 
into the reserve fund, together with a portion 
of the accumulated profit of other vears. 

Such appropriations as these are pointers,

and it is no surprise to find that the 
balances available in the reserve and re- 
newals funds amount together almost to 


£200,000 and, in addition, the revenue con- 
tributions to capital account for £65,409. 
The capital expenditure at the end of the 
year was a bit over 14 million pounds, but 
of this well over one million has been re- 
deemed or otherwise provided for. 

We have but little space Jeft for a con- 
sideration of working costs; suffice it, then, 
that they have gone down from 2,06d. to 
1.32d. per unit. They will undoubtedly go 
lower, but we note in passing that dis- 
tribution, as usual, accounts for much, the 
bare cost of generation, exclusive of all over- 
head charges. such as rates and management, 
amounting to 0.73d. per unit sold, or 0.59d. 
per unit generated at the power station,

The Red Bank Restaurant, D'Olier street. 
have recently installed a: flood lighting 
scheme to illuminate. the front of their build- 
ing. This is the first installation of its kind | 
in the Free State, and it affords ample 
evidence of the way flood lighting can be used 
to attract attention. 

The lighting scheme consists of five flood 
lights for the main lighting at showboard 
level, each equipped with 500 watt Osram 
projecting type lamps.

A writer in the Electrical Times says -~ 
fhe Dublin undertaking has not much to 
learn from those on this side of the Channel, 
if one may judge by the progress achieved. 
and by the up-to-date methods employed for 
promoting business. ; 

During the past year 5,680 kilowats of new 

connections were made and the sales went u 
by nearly three million units, including bulk 
supplies oulside the City, This should be 
good enough, but actually the position was 
even better, for the sales inside the City 
were higher by nearly 3} millions, the differ 
ence being explained by a decline in the bulk 
units outside. 
_ In Dublin there is not much scope for an 
industrial load, but the domestic business is 
being wooed with considerable success by 
means of a showroom, by a domestic tariff, 
by a hiring service, and last, but not Jeast, 
by a Ladies’ Electrical Association. 

After reproducing tables of figures of 
“Technical Records,” ‘‘ Financial Results,” 
and “‘ Analysis of Working Costs,’’ the 
writer continues :— 

Dublin was undoubtedly hit very hard by 
the coal strike. but the adjustment in the 
costs this time has neutralised a decline of 
0.89d. per unit in the average receipts, so 
that the gross profit and surplus were almost 
the same as before—the surplus is down a 
trifle, but #£3.000 off £59,000 does not 
amount to much. . 

In the allocation of profits £10,000 goes 
to the renewals fund and £10,000 is 
appropriated for working capital; but that 
is not all, for the remainder goes bodily 
into the reserve fund, together with a portion 
of the accumulated profit of other vears. 

Such appropriations as these are pointers, 


and it is no surprise to find that the 
balances available in the reserve and re- 
newals funds amount together almost to 


£200,000 and, in addition, the revenue con- 
tributions to capital account for £65,409. 
The capital expenditure at the end of the 
year was a bit over 14 million pounds, but 
of this well over one million has been re- 
deemed or otherwise provided for. 

We have but little space left for a con- 
sideration of working costs; suffice it, then, 
that they have gone down from 2,06d. to 
1.32d. per unit. They will undoubtedly go 
lower, but we note in passing that dis- 
tribution, as usual, accounts for much, the 
hare cost of generation, exclusive of all over- 
head charges. such as rates and management, 
amounting to 0.73d. per unit sold, or 0.59d. 
per unit generated at the power station, 


NEW BRIDGE BUILDING AT 
CORK

A well-known feature of city architecture 
began to disappear in Cork when work was 
commenced on the replacement of Carroll's 
Bridge, Camden quay. The structure dates 
back to the eighteenth century, and is one 
of the oldest bridges in Cork. 

The new bridge will cost about £2,700, 
and it is estimated that it will take from 
six to nine months to build. The material 
will be reinforced concrete. The ex- 
isting structure has a stone arch and stone 
abutments, which will be replaced by con- 
crete, and, as the plan provides for an or- 
namental railing of wrought iron, the reno- 
vation will improve the appearance of the 
quay. The foundations will be of rein- 
forced concrete piles; there will be a con- 
crete invert, which should have the effect 
of cleaning the water-bed, and instead of 
the arch there will be concrete slab and 
beam to take the carriage-way. The span 
will be 24 feet 6 inches and the width about 
60 feet. The existing water main will be cut 
out and renewed when the bridge is com- 
pleted, and the resurfacing of about 200 
yards of adjacent roadway, which has been 
postponed pending the erection, will also be 
proceeded with.

He had 
may difficulties to contend with, the first 
of which was the Licensing Bill in 1927. The 
licensed trade had lost as a result of the 
bill, but no man could have fought it more 
strenuously than Mr. O'Neill. By the 
changed closing regulations the trade had lost 
a month's trading, but they had gained by 
the changes in regard to endorsable offences. 
They were disappointed in the oy ot last 
year, but Mr. O'Neill had fought hard to 
gain relief from the heavy burden oí 
taxation. It was a terrible state of affairs 
that the Minister would continue to impose 
so heavy a burden on the trade in taxation. 
If the Minister continued to enforce that 
burden it would be only a matter of time 
before the brewing and distilling industries 
were wiped out. 
Senator Fanning supported the proposal. He 
said that a harder worker or a keener busi- 
ness man than Mr. O'Neill never occupied 
the chair of the Association. With one ex- 
ception, theirs was the oldest association in 
the citv. For one reason or another, how- 
ever, they were subjected to hardships and 
legislative restrictions. They were prepared 
to play their part in building up the country, 
and they were entitled to the consideration 
thev deserved. 
Alderman R. Byrne (Belfast) paid a 
tribute to the work of Mr. O'Neill on behalf 
of the Association and the licensed trade 
in general. He said that, although they had 
now native Governments, North and South, 
there seemed to be no relief for the licensed 
trade.

INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC.

PRECAUTIONABY MEASURES 
IN SCHOOLS. 

References to the influenza epidemic were 
made at the meeting yesterday of the Rath- 
mines Urban Council when Mrs Kettle, the 
Chairman, remarked that, while most of the 
city schools had been closed, Dr. MacNaught, 
the superintendent medical officer of health in 
the township, did not think that such steps 

were necessary in Rathmines. 

Mrs. Kettle said that one of the school 
managers had telephoned that morning to 
say that out of 105 children on his school- 
roll, 54 were absent. Dr. MacNaught was 
keeping iu close touch with the situation, and 
while the number of children absent was 
more than normal, she did not think it was 
necessary to advise the closing of the school. 
To close the schools and send the children 
home—some of them probably into slums—at 
a time when there was so much unemploy- 
ment in the district, and when mothers had 
frequently to go out to do a day’s work in 
order to help to support the family, would 
hardly help matters. 

Dr. Kathleen Lynn said that as a pre- 
cautionary measure it might be well to have 
instructions tent to the schools to see that 
children suffering from colds would be sent 
home tor treatment: that windows were kept 
open for ventilation, and that disinfection 
was regularly enforced. 

Mrs. Johnson expressed the opinion that 
the schools were periodically disinfected. 
The Chairman pointed out that this was 
correct, but that in the present condition dis- 
infection might well be carried out each day. 
If, however, the doctors and school managers 
thought that schools should be closed they 
would have to be closed.

BOOKS. 


NO PREFERENCE FOR 
IRISH AUTHORS.

“On the average, the literary standard in 
Ireland, particularly in Dublin, is higher than 
that of England,” declared Miss Tennant, the 
Librarian of The 7'imes Book Club in Dublin. 
‘‘The Irish read much more intelligently,” 
she added, emphatically; “but, I find it very 
difficult to interest them in Irish authors. ' 
Miss Tennant, asked to instance the books 
most in demand, named Aldous Huxley's 
“ Point and Counterpoint,’’ Arnold Bennett's 
““ Accident,’’ ‘‘ Bonnet and Shawl,’’ by Gue- 
dalla ; Dlg Christine,’’ by Michael Arlen : 
and, in Biography, ‘‘ Daisy, Princess of 
Pless.” The most popular writer of Fiction, 
judged by demand, was Hugh Walpole. No 
ewer than 800 copies of his latest book were 
purchased for loan by 7'he Times Book Club, 
_ Miss Tennant said that there was a steadily 
increasing demand for works of travel and 
biography. This view was corroborated by 
the manager of Messrs. Combridge’s, the 
booksellers in Grafton street, who stated that 
during the war the demand for fiction in- 
creased by 50 per cent., but that book trade 
statistics showed a very marked diminution 
in this respect, with a corresponding increase 
in the sales of works of travel and biography. 
There was only a small demand for books by 
Irish writers, with the exception of the late 
Donn Byrne, whose books sold literally by 
hundreds. In March will be published “' The 
Rock Whence I was Hewn.”’ and another 
novel from the same pen is to follow in the 


autumn. 
IN THE VILLAGES. 

Miss Walsh, the Librarian of the County 

Dublin Libraries, which deals with every 
village in the county, found the people 
ptincipally interested in contemporary and 
recent Irish biography and books of a political 
nature. She mentioned Canon Sheehan's 
“ My New Curate,” the “Life of Archbishop 
Walsh.” and. publications dealing with 
Catholic Emancipation.. Conrad was very 
opular, though the rural bibliophiles regarded 
im as a purvevor of thrills rather than a 
master of classic English. The country people 
are not interested in poetry, and care little 
for the standard Irish authors; but are begin- 
ning to read plays. . 
At Pearse street Library our representa- 
tive was again informed that the demand for 
more serious literature had greatly increased 
They received many applications for plays, 
including those by Pirandello, Benavente, 
Sierra, and other Continental playwrights, an 
influence undoubtedly due to the activities of 
the Abbey Theatre, She Dublin Drama 
League, and other dramatic societies. There 
was always a run on Shaw and O'Casey, but 
Irish plays were not greatly sought after. 
Anything dealing with recent Irish history 
and the foundation of the Free State was 
eageriy read by civil servants. A cortain 
amount of interest is manifested in volumes 
on Russia and Bolshevism, but Fascism is 
more or less neglected. 


SOUTH DUBLIN’S WATER 
SUPPLY. 


RATHMINES UNABLE TO 
CONTINUE IT. 

At the meeting of the Rathmines Urban 
Council yesterday, the Chairman (Mrs. 
Kettle), oy? the adoption of the 
minutes of the ublic Health Committee, 
said that it was necessary to make a state- 
ment on the water supply to the South 
Dublin Rural Council area from ‘the Rath- 
mines reservoir at Bohernabreena. Some 
months ago complaints had been received 
from residents of Rathmines, stating that the 
pressure was inadequate; and the Council 
sought, in view of those complaints, to. have 
the agreement with the South Dublin Council 
terminated after three years’ notice. From 
1911, continued Mrs. Kettle, the consumption 
of water by the South Dublin Council had 
increased from 41 million gallons to 100 
million gallons per annum. That was a con- 
siderable increase; and, further, the new 
demand for water supply by the South Dublin 
Council was a 50 per cent. increase on the 
latter figure. 
A conference of all concerned had been 
held, and it had been stated that the Dublin 
City Commissioners were not in a position 
to supply the South Dublin Council. The 
present works in Rathmines were built to 
meet the requirements of Rathmines, which 
area had progressed to such an extent that 
they could not continue the supply to South 
Dublin without considerable inconvenience to 
some residents in the Upper Rathmines area. 
It had. been said that the Council were 
dealing harshly with the South Dublin 
Council; but, on behalf of the Council, she 
(Mrs. Kettle) would say that was not so. 
They were bound by their Acts of Parlia- 
ment. She pointed out that the population 
of Rathmines had increased from 24,245 in 
1881 to 42,300 in 1928. At the conference 
the spokesmen for South Dublin had stated 
that the Rathmines Council were no philan- 
thropists, and attacked the attitude they had 
taken up, and they had spoken about the 
large revenue the Rathmines Council were 
getting from the South Dublin Council. “ We 
are not posing as philanthropists, and I say 
that if the positions were reversed the South 
Dublin Council would act in the same manner 
as we are acting—that is, if they were worthy 
trustees of the people who put them there.”’ 
If they had to continue. to supply the 
South Dublin area they would want a definite 
guarantee that there was sufficient water for 
the Rathmines township. At the conference 
there had been an expression of opinion re- 
garding unity of control of water supplies of 
the City of Dublin and Rathmines. - Before 
any step would be taken in that direction 
the Committee would have to be assured that 
their excellent supply would not be less than 
would meet the requirements of their district. 
She understood that a consultation of engi- 
neers had been held on the matter. 
The Chairman concluded by adding that, 
for the Rathmines township, there was no 
fear of a shortage of water, since the water- 
works were designed specifically for Rath- 
mines,

The Motor Tax. 


A number of members of Parliament in- 
tend to hold a meeting at the House of 
Commons shortly with the idea of opening 
a campaign to bring about a reduction in 
the tax on motor vehicles. This arrange- 
ment is a result of much informal ‘dis- 
cussion that has been taking place for 
some time past, revealing that there is 
quite a strong desire for a change. It is 
expected that the meeting will result in a 
request to the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
to receive a deputation on the subject. It 
is recalled that in his last Budget speech, 
when placing a fourpenny tax on petrol, 
Mr. Churchill expressed the hope that he 
might be able to reduce the horse-power 
tax at a later date, and he is to be re 
minded of this half promise.

prosperity of Ireland.” 

Mr. Watters, Irish £ecretary, N.U.R, 
announced that he had sought an injunc- 
tion in the High Court to test the validity 
of the attitude taken by the railway 
company; but said that this could be 
withdrawn if negotiations proceeded. 

“ We are anxious for a settlement,’’ he 
said, “ because our interest is wrapped 
up with the railway industry, and, if the 
same spirit is brought into the other side, 
then this matter can be dealt with 
speedily to the satisfaction of all con- 


QUESTION OF AGREEMENTS. 
Mr. Squance, in his opening statement, 


said that he wished, in tie first place, to.

Their difficulty was that the position 
had been queered for them.

MR. DEVLIN’S GAELIC 
LEAGUE SPEECH. 
From Our Own ‘CORRESPONDENT. 

BELFAST, Wednesday. 
Mr. Joseph Devlin, M.P., re-opening the 
Gaelic League bazaar ‘in ‘St. Mary's Hall, 
Belfast, to-night (the third opening. cere- 
mony), said that he would like to make 
one or two references to some incidents 
that had occurred in relation to the bazaar. 
In the first place, he wished it to be 
understood that that function and the 
Gaelic League, who organised it, had 
nothing' whatever to do with politics. Mr. 
de Valera was invited to open the bazaar 
on the second day, but he was not invited 
as a politician, any more than he (Mr. 
Devlin) was-invited as a politician. Mr. 
de Valera was invited because he was a 
cultured Irishman holding a representa- 
tive position—(a Voice—*“ Question ')—a 
great Irish scholar, and representing a 
large class. of their. people, 


AN EXPLANATION WANTED. 
“I cannot understand, though I ought 
to understand their mentality by now,” 
said Mr. Devlin, “the obtuseness of the 
Government in refusing to allow Mr. de 
Valera to perform the duty which he was 
coming here to carry out and in arresting 
him. They have not yet explained why 
I suppose they 
will tell us that it is because he is, or was, 
a rebel. Well, that ought not to be a. 
crime in Ulster. (Loud laughter.) They 
were the pioneers of-rebellion. ‘They ought 
to be complimented because he followed 
a good example. (Laughter. ) 

“I fail to see why that which‘ is, a 
crime jn Southern Ireland should be 
sacrosanct in Northern Ireland. The only 
difference is that if you are a rebel in 
Northern Ireland you are sent to Stormont’ 
Castle, and if you are. a rebel in Southern 
Ireland you are sent to the Crumlin road 
Jail. (Laughter.) I understand that Mr. 
de Valera was a gun-runner at one time, 
and so was Sir Dawson Bates. I have been 
informed that Sir Dawson Bates was ap- 
posses to be Home Secretary, not because 
he had any eminent qilialifications for the 
job, but because. he : performed so pic- 
turesquely at a certain function at Larne 
many years ago. 
“STUPID AND ILLOGICAL.” 
pá To me, whatever other people may 
think of it, their attitude is not only 
stupid—which I can perfectly understand 
—but their attitude is illogical, and there 
can be no justification for it on: that 
ground.

A SUDDEN HEART ATTACK. 
Reuter’s Correspondent announces that 
Queen Maria Christina, the Spanish 
Queen-Mother, died suddenly in the 
Palace, Madrid, at three o'clock yester- 
day morning, aged seventy. years. On 
Tuesday evening she attended a cinemato- 
graph show in the Palace with other 
members of the Royal Family. On 
retiring to her apartments she complained 
of a slight headache, but. no grave illness 
was suspected. At two o'clock yesterday 
morning, however, she liad a heart seizure, 
and she died within an hour. , 
An official statement. issued in Madrid 
last evening states that the Queen-Mother 
died of angina pectoris. The Spanish 
Court. will -go into mourning for twelve 
months. 
The newspapers publish long obituary 
notices of ‘the late Queen, which speak ol 
her devotion to her adopted country. 
They say that she has left behind her the 
respect and gratitude of all Spain. 
Queen Maria Christina was the 
daughter of the late Archduke Kar] Ferdi- 
nand of Austria. In 1879 she married 
King Alfonso XII. of Spain, and their 
son Alfonso, the present King of Spain, 
was born on May 17th, 1886—six months 
after his father’s death. Before her son’s 
birth Queen’ Maria Christina reigned as 
Queen; and for sixteen: years thereafter 
she. was Reyent. | 
The King and Queen of Denmark were 
due in Madrid on a visit to the King and 
Queen of Spain yesterday, but in conse- 
quence of the Queen-Mother’s death ail 
the ceremonies that had been arranged for 
their reception have been cancelled.

BOMBAY, Wednesday, 8.35 p. m. | 
The military opened fire this afterncon 


a carriage conveying an injured Hindu to 
hospital, and had come into conflict with a 
military squad. 

In the evening the troops fired on 
Moslem crowds in two parts of the city, 
in the Bhendy Bazaar and at Dongri. 
Efforts to clear the streets were unayail- 
ing. Three persons were killed and six 
injured, five seriously, by the shooting. 
The injured have been removed to 
hospital. 

Seventy injured were admiited to one 
hospital alone to-day. The Chief Presi- 
dency magistrate is on the scene. 


PATHANS STONED TO DEATH. 
11.50 p.m. 

The riot fever spread to another part of 
the city this evening. An excited crowd 
of Hindus, two thousand strong, attacked 
a party of nine Pathans in the vicinity of 
the Mazagaon Police Court. Three of the 
Pathans tried to take refuge in Hindu 
premises after jumping over the wall, but 
they were brutally driven into the streets, 
where the mob stoned them to death. 

In spite of the military pickets which 
are posted at all the principal storm 
centres, stray assaults still continue. The 
indignation of the Pathans at the manner 
in which the members of their community 
have been attacked by the Hindus is re- 
ported to have taken the form of damaging 
Hindu temples, in a few of which the 
idols have been found smashed. 


MORE TROOPS COMING. 

Thursday, 4.30 ..m. 
The communal riots here were moré 
accentuated during the night, and passers 
by in some of the main streets in both 
the Hindu and the Moslem quarters were 
stopped by communal pickets armed with 
lathis. 

A crowd of Moslems returning from a 
‘picture theatre was attacked by Hindus 
in a Hindu locality and two Moslems were 
injured. 

The Moslems hastened to their own 
quarter and tried to inflame a mob into 
retaliating. The troops, however, were 
able to disperse the mob without firing. 
At present the city is quiet, and troops 
are patrolling the affected areas. Two 
more companies of the Warwickshire 
Regiment, it is stated, have been ordered 
to Bombay immediately. 


PUBLIC MEETING CALLED. 

The President of the Bombay Municipal 
Corporation, calling attention to “' the 
very grave situation,” has circularised 
prominent citizens of all communities 
inviting them to attend a meeting in the 
Corporation Hall to-day in order to find 
out the best means of pacifying the public 
and restoring peace. 


POLICE INSPECTOR’S 
DEATH. 


STONED BY INFURIATED 
MILL HANDS. 


From “ THe Times’’ CORRESPONDENT. 


BOMBAY, Wednesday. 
In spite of the fact that troops were 
called out yesterday afternoon, the dis- 
turbances arising out of the kidnappinz 
scare have continued with ever-increasing 
menace to law-abiding citizens. It now 
appears that Deputy-Inspector Priestly, 
of the Bombay City Police, who was mur- 
dered near the King Edward Memorial 
Hospital, had gone to the rescue of a 
small party of Pathans who were being 
chased by some 200 mill hands. His 
intervention infuriated the mill hands, 
who stoned him and fractured the base of 
his skull. 
Later in the evening there was a brawl 
in Dongri, which is in the southern part 
of the bazaar area, in which about 200 
Pathan dock workers attacked some 
Hindus. Eight constables and six others 
were injured and taken to hospital. 
These brawls indicated the general trend 
of yesterday’s events towards a Hindu- 
Moslem fight, and a blood-feud between 
the mill hands and other city workérs on 
the one side, and the Pathans, who are 
regarded as strike-breakers, on the other. 


THE CASUALTY LIST. 
Up to this morning there have been 
eighteen killed and over 100 injured since 
the trouble began. 
Early this morning the cotton mills re- 
opened, but, in consequence of reports 
that mill hands had been attacked by 
Pathans arid two killed, they closed again. 
The mill area is being patrolled by troops 
and armed police. 
The storm centre has now spread chiefly 
to the bazaar area, where the Pathans are 
fraternising with other Moslems. we 
Three corpses were discovered in Dongr!, 
and there was a serious riot in Parel road 
when a Moslem mob attacked Hindu 
carters and set fire to several casks of 
paint. Troops came up and had to fire, 
but it is reported that no one was hit. 
During the morning twenty Hindus were 
admitted to hospital, mostly with broken 
heads or knife wounds. Meanwhile the 
police are actively engaged disarming men 
carrying staves.

LORD CARSON'S ORITICISM. 

Lord Carson said that he most 
earnestly hoped that the Government 
would make some effort to have this matter 
terminated.

It was a most unprecédented 
thing that, having got judgment after five 
years, they were told that the case must 
be re-tried. 

This, he added warmly, is a matter un- 
paralleled in the history of the law of 
this country. Then when they got a 
second judgment in their favour, which 
has now been settled several months, the 
matter is kept hanging on as if it was 
not of the slightest importance that. 
British civil servants should be kept out 
of their rights all these years. 

“I do earnestly press on the Govern- 
ment that some justice should be done to 
these men,’’ he concluded. 

GOVERNMENT'S EFFORTS. 

The Marquess of Salisbury agreed that 
these men had very great reasons to 
complain, but, so far as the Government 
were concerned, they were doing their 
utmost to bring this matter to a final 
conclusion. 

‘‘T can only ask Lord Danesfort to trust 
us a little longer,’’ he added. “ I know 
he has some difficulty in doing 8v- But 
we hope that in the course of a few days 
it might be possible to give an answer.”’ 

Lord Salisbury added that he could not 

ledge the Government to give an answer 
vy Tuesday, but they would do so as soon 
as they possibly could. 

Lord Danesfort said that he could not 
for the life of him conceive how any: 
Government, with the smallest sense of 
decency or justice, could refuse to honour 
the decisions of the Courts. He agreed to 
postpone his question till Tuesday, and 
he earnestly hoped that the House would 
then have a decision in accordance with 
decency and justice. 

The debate was, therefore, adjourned 
till Tuesday.

SEQUEL TO EXPLOSION AT 
ARDNACRUSHA. 

In the Limerick Circuit Court yesterday, 
Eugene McSweeney was found not guilty of 
the manslaughter of Joseph Horner, a 
German foreman, at Ardnacrusha on Getober 
12th last. ' 

It appeared that Horner and the accused 
man, who was his assistant. was engaged 
making preparations for the blasting of rock. 
The plug to the terminal was taken out 
by someone before the signal was given, 
with the result that Horner was killed in 
the quarry before he had time to get clear. 

Bernard Keane, a labourer, heard the ex- 
plosion thirty yards away. Before the ex- 
plosion he saw the accused man twisting the 
cables at the embankment about seven yards 
from the terminal. He saw him put his hand 
to the pole and an explosion took place. 
A day or two after the occurrence the 
accused man told witness not to say whether 
he knew the lights were on or not. 

Guard Kelly explained that the cables led 
from detonators to the terminal. 

Dr. Mvles McSweeney stated that death 
was due to shock and hemorrhage caused by- 
fracture of the skull resuiting from the ex- 
plosion. i 

Sergeant Staunton said that the prisoner 
made a statement, after being cautioned, 
in which he said that he did not know 
what he was doing on the CST kW oí the 
explosion and put the plug in accidentally. 

The accused man in his evidence said that 
this was the only occasion on which he 
assisted at this particular duty at night 
signals. When he heard the explosion he 
did not look to see if the signal lights were 
on or off, and was in as great danger him- 
self as anybody else from explosion, 

The jury found the prisoner not guilty, 
with the recommendation that greater pre- 
cautionary measures should be taken by the 
contractors to ensure the safety of men em- 
ploved on the scheme.

FREE STATE MINISTER 
“TO THE VATICAN. 


‘THE POSSIBILITY OF AN 
APPOINTMENT. 
From Our Potitrcat CORRESPONDENT. 


Some months ago I referred in these 
columns to the possibility of the Free 
State Government appointing a Minister 
to the Vatican. That such an_appoint- 
mént is contemplated by Mr. Cosgraves 
may be inferred from an 
editorial article in this week's issue of 
the Government’s semi-official organ, 
The Star, which contains the following 
passages : — ! 

“ Tt is difficult to believe that there is any 
place outside Ireland where we have so muc 
need to be represented as Rome. Rome 
still remains .our most important outiet on 
European and. world opinion. Ireland has 
vast connections, vast potentialities for her 
own good as well as that of others, in her 
missionaries scattered over the world; Irish- 
men directed-from- Rome are playing great 
parts in -America, Africa, Asia and Aus- 
tralasia, If the French Government, avowedly 
lukewarm in its Catholic sympathies, thinks 
the French missions reason enough to main- 
tain a Vatican Embassy, why should not an 
overwhelmingly Catholic Insh Government 
recognise .its. own country’s interests and 
act on them? Not alone France, but non- 
Catholic England has its representative at 
the Court of the Pope. 

“ An Trish representative at the Vatican 
would be more than an ordinary diplomatic 
agent; he would be speaking in Ireland’s 
other Fatherland; not for the Free State only. 
but for the whole Irish race. The sending 
of a Minister to Rome would, we are sure, 
be greeted by Irishmen all over the world 
as the finest symbol of Ireland's regenera- 
tion, and would bring home to Catholics of 
every race better than anything else could, 
the unique tradition which Ireland regenerate 
has inherited. He hope the Government, if 
it has not already done so, will soon take 
occasion ‘to repair its strange omission, and 
arrange to establish at Rome a Ministry 
awhich will--be-at once more fitting, more 
popular, and, in the best sense, more profit- 
able than any other.” 

Should such. an appointment be made, 
it is possible that the first occupant of 
the new Ministry would be:Count Gerald 
©’ Kelly, the-present Free State Envoy in 
Brussels. 
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“CLAIMS OF SOUTHERN 
IRISH LOYALISTS. 


DBEPUTATION TO MEMBERS OF 
PARLIAMENT. 

A deputation of Southern Irish loyalists 
arrived in Londen vesterday and attended a 
meeting of members of Parliament who are 
interested in their claims for increased com- 
pensation for the injury and damage that 
they suffered during recent periods of unrest. 
The members of the deputation were five 
farmers from: different parts of Southern 
Ireland. 

To a gathering at the offices of the Southern 
Trish Toyalists’ Relief Association they told 
how their cattle were driven off, their dwell- 
ihgs and farm stock were destroyed, and their 
families were thréaténed. 

The Relief Secretary (Major I. White) said 
that the object of the deputation was to try 
to influence public opinion and to appeal to 
the Government to carry put the pledges 
made by successive Governments during the 
last seven years—that these men would be 
treated faitly and fully. 

Members. of the deputation then stated 
their cases. 

At night the deputation was received by a 
meeting of Unionist members of Parliament, 
presided over by Colonel Gretton, and it was 
decided to take steps to ascertain the inten- 
tions of the Government, The subject pro- 
bably will be raised at an early date on the 
Colonial Office vote.

From ‘ Tug Times’? CorReEsPONDENT. 
COLOMBU, Wednesday. 

From an early hour this morning a large 
crowd gathered outside the Colombo police 
headquarters, and soon after dawn attempts 
were made to rush the Ceylonese sergeants 
and constables on guard at the gates. Later 
these were relieved by European police- 
sergeants, who experienced very little diffi- 
culty in restraining the crowd. 

From various parts of the town to-day come 
reports of constables having been stoned or 
assaulted. The animosity of the crowd is 
confined to the Ceylonese police, and Euro- 
pean members of the force are allowed to go 
anywhere and do anything unmolsted. 

There was a remarkable example of this 
absence of feeling. against the Europeans 
when an armed Ceylonese police guard this 
morning attempted to leave the headquarters 
in a lorry to get food for the large body of 
constables now concentrated there. The mob 
outside became very excited and pelted the 
armed guard with stones. 

Two European police officers, Captain 
Wright and Superintendent Aitkey, heedless 
of the storm of stones, rushed into the thick 
of the shouting mob. The men promptly 
dropped their stones, raised their hands above 
their heads, and shouted to their companions 
not to molest the two Europeans. 

Superintendent Aitken appealed to the 
crowd in Sinhalese and Tamil not to cause 
unnecessary trouble. 

The men replied that they had no quarrel 
with the white police, but only with the 
Ceylonese, and added that if the latter police 
wére confined to barracks nothing would 


happen. 


was impossible, as tHe police force was mainly 
composed of Ceylonese. 

When the two Europeans withdrew a por- 
tion of the crowd. went down on its knees, 
and all the demonstrators lustily cheered 
them. The armed guard was not sent with 
the lorry, and the trouble died down 

LABOUR LEADER’S DISAVOWAL. 

Later in the morning there was some 
futther stone-throwing behind the police 
headquarters, and a truncheon charge was 
necessary to suppress it, but the casualties 
were confined to bruises, 

The most important development to-day 
was a strong pronouncement by Mr. Gune- 
sinha, the Labour leader, roundly denounc- 
ing last night’s ‘‘regrettable hooliganism.” 
He asserted that no members of the Labour 
unions and no honest labourers were 
responsible for it, and that the 
rowdyism was exclusively confined 
to street-corner loafers and worse. If any 
union men could be proved to have taken 
part in the disturbances, he would take 
immediate action to have them turned out of 
the unions, he declared. 

A fifth person has died in hospital from 
injuries received in yesterday's riot, and 
thirty-three serious cases are still being 
+ treated. One constable, whose arm had to be 
amputated, is in a critical condition. In all 
more than three hundred are now known to 
have been injured. 

Sir Herbert Stanley, the Governor, returned 
to Colombo from up-country this morning, 
and held a meeting of the Executive Council 
this. afternoon. It is expected that an

DROGHEDA PROTEST TO 


SUPPLY BOARD. 

Drogheda Corporation decided yesterday to 
protest in the strongest manner possible 
against the proposal of the Electricity Supply 
Board to erect wooden poles in the main 
streets. 

The Town Clerk said he had written 
to the Electricity Supply Board requesting 
that steel standards be erected instead of 
wooden poles, but the Board had replied that 
this would add considerably to the cost of 
electricity in Drogheda. 

Mr. Callan said the very strongest possible 
protest should be made against this proposal. 

Alderman Kierans said he understood the 
difference in cost between the forty-six 
wooden poles which it was proposed to erect 
in the centre of the town and forty-six steel 
standards was only £230. The Electricity 
Supply Board should not be allowed, for the 
sake of that sum, to destroy the appearance 
of Drogheda for the next generation. If the 
necessity arose he thought the traders of 
Drogheda were prepared to foot the bill for 
this extra cost rather than have their town 
turned into a country village.

Mr. Geoghegan, K.C., for the Roscommon 
and Westmeath County Councils, suggested 
that the attitude of the railway company 
was: “ We shall work our line, but work it 
badly.” ‘‘If,’’ proceeded counsel, ‘‘ the truth 
of what we allege is assumed—as you must 
assume it for the purpose of this jurisdiction 
application—if you assume that you are met 
with the case of a railway company saying 
we will work our system, but work it badly. 
and will not give reasonable services, con- 
veniences and facilities, then, I venture to 
say, such a proposition has never been heard 
of in this court or in any court corresponding 
to it in Great Britain.” 

Having cited authorities, counsel submitted 
that the Tribunal had ample jurisdiction. 

Mr. Kelly replied on behalf of the railway 
company. 

The Chairman said that the Tribunal would 
consider the matter and give their decision as 
soon as possible.

STRAINED CREDIT CAUSES 
RISE IN INTEREST. 


From Revter’s Corresponpent. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday 

The promised statement by the Federal 
Reserve Board on the credit situation, fur 
which the Stock market had been waiting 
anxiously all day, was published late this 
afternoon. It amounted to a -warning, 
running to some eight hundred words, that 
the usé of Federal Reserve credit for specu- 
lative purposes must be restrained. 

The rd declared that it did not assume 
the right, nor was it inclined to set itself 
up as the arbiter of security, or of speculative 
values. but it was its business to see tha 
the Fedral Reserve Banks functioned as 
effectively as. conditions would permit. 

The Board drew attention to the grow) 
of the credits granted during the past year 
for speculative purposes. During that period 
time loans allowed to brokers and dealers 
by New York Federal Reserve Member 
Banks had increased from £765,200,000 to 
£1,111,800,000. 

The Board declared that 
voluthe of speculation had already strained 
credit conditions, causing an advance of one 
to one ahd a half pef cent. in the cost of com- 
mercial credit. 

The Board made no specific recommenda. 
tions or thfeats beyond such statements as 
“it is a matter Which. concerns every section 
of business as an aggragation of these con- 
ditions may be expected to have detrimenta| 
effects on business and impair its future,” 
and “it is the dnty of the Board to in- 
quire into the ‘conditions which may obstruct 
the Fed@éral Reserve Banks in the effective 
discharge oftheir functions and to take such 
measures As may be deemed suitable to cor

MADRID, Wednesday. 
A challenge to rumour-mongers to substan- 
tiate reports that there was fighting, and 
even bloodshed, during the recent trouble in 
Spain was flung down by the Prime Minister, 
General Primo de Rivera, to-night. 

““In view of the persistence with which 
some Press correspondents are saying that 
there was firing, and that some people were 
killed and others injured during the recent 
troubles, the Government has decided to give 
a reward of £1,000 to anybody who ean 
prove that he actually witwessed any such 
occurrence, or can give information as to the 
identity uf anyone so killed or injured. 

“So far from there having been any trouble, 
every proof has been given that calm was 
ever BE cg maintained, and that confidence 
has been reposed in the Government. 

“ At present there is not a single worker in 
any part of the country who is on strike. 
The recent discharge of troops is in acvord- 
ance with the Government’s plan for discharg- 
ing certain units every year. 

‘Moreover, the number of arrests made 
not only of persons believed to be implicated 
in the trouble, but also of suspects, does not 
exceed 50, and reports that there have been 
divergencies of view between the King and 
the Government are absolutely false.”

They had continued their 
work, often under trying circumstances. from 
parly morning till late at night, and, although 
the demands on them were ever increasinz, 
it was astonishing how they got through such 
a volume of work.

In the Chancery Division, London, yes- 
terday Mr. Justice Eve was asked to de- 
cide upon the true construction of a will 
and seven codicils made more than fifty 
years ago. It concerned the estate of Sir 
Richard de la Saussaye, who was of Irish 
birth, but became domiciled in Spain and 
attained the rank of Field-Marshal in the 
Spanish Army. 

The proceedings were brought by Mr. 
Frank G. L. Lamotte, of Wimbledon, the 
Surviving trustee; and the defendants 
were Mr. John Dillon O'Farrell, the Most 
Rev. Edward Byrne, Archbishop of 
Dublin; the Most Rev. Thomas P. Gil- 
martin, Archbishop of Tuam; the Most 
Rev. John Harty, Archbishop of Cashel ; 
the Rev. William Ormond, parish priest 
of Carrick Beg; the Very Rev. Canon 
Sheehy, parish priest of Carrick-on-Suir ; 
the Most Rev. Bernard Hackett, Bishop 
of Waterford and Lismore, and Mr. 
Edmund William Mooney, of Dublin, all 
of whom had interests under the will and 
codicils. 

For the trustee, Mr. Eardley Wilmot 
said that the order for administration was 
made in 1873, and since then many orders 
had been made. The questions now before 
the Court concerned the construction of 
the will and codicils, the payment of 
various legacies contingent upon the life 
interest of two nieces, and a decision as 
to a residuary gift. Both the nieces had 
died without issue. The will bequeathed 
£2,000 in trust to each of the four Roman 
Catholic Archbishops in Ireland for the 
benefit and extension of Roman Catholic 
poor and ragged schools. It also provided 
that the residue of the estate be paid to 
the parish priests of Carrick Beg and Car- 
rick-on-Suir; but the testator made a 
codicil by which the residue was to be paid 
to the Arehbishop of Dublin on a charit- 
able trust. There were other small be- 
quests to Roman Catholic institutions. 

Mr. Gavin Simonds, K.C., for the Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, submitted that there 
was a complete and good residuary gift to 
the Archbishop for the charitable trust 
mentioned. 

For the parish priests of Carrick-on-Suir 
and Carrick Beg it was argued that the 
will should stand. The testator had been 
careless in disposing of his residuary 
estate. 

Mr. Justice Eve held that the gift in 
the will was superseded by the gift in the 
codicil to the Roman Catholic Archbishop 
of Dublin. Directions were given for the 
payment of the legacies named and now 
due. 


DISTRESS IN SOUTH 
DUBLIN. 
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RATHDOWN GUARDIANS TO 
APPROACH MINISTER, 


The Rathdown Guardians at yesterday's 
meeting discussed the distress which is pre- 
vailing in the district. The matter arose from 
applications made by the relieving officers for 
relief for the families of several men who 
were unemployed. 

The Chairman (Mr. A. W. Cullen) said that 
the distress was such that they would have 
no difficulty in making a case that excep- 
tional distress existed in South Dublin.

The heariug was resumed, of the case in 
which Patrick J. Tuohy, of 10 Peter place, 
Dublin, claims £1,000 damages against Joho 
J. McNulty, superintendent of the Civic 
Guard, Castlebar; Thomas Kirby, Peace 
Commissioner, Tyalee; Thomas F. O'Reilly. 
inspector of the Civic Guard, Tralee, anid 
Georg > Sta , sergeant of the Civic Guard, 
Tralee, for al conspiracy to injure him and 
to EA] a him from carrying on his — 
occupation as an organiser and speaker in C 
Kerry oe N the general election in 
September, 1927, The plaintiff alleged that 
the defendant McNulty swore a false informa- 
lion against him, on foot of which the 
defendant Kirby issued a warrant for his 
arrest, knowing the information to be false, 
whereupon the plaintiff was arrested by the 
defendants Stapleton and O'Reilly, beatep 
and hrought before the defendant Kirby and 
remanded to prison. 

The defendants “denied all the allegations 
made against them by the plaintiff. 

Mr. oseph O'Connor, K.C., Mr. Hector 
Hughes, K.C.. and Mr. Conor Maguire (in- 
structed by Mr. Daniel J. Browne) appeared 
for the plaintiff; Mr. Lynch, K.C.. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald, K.C., and Mr. T. A. Finlay (io- 
structed by Mr. H. B. O'Hanlon) for the 
defendanis McNulty, O'Reilly and Stapleton ; 
and Mr. Rearden, K.C., and Mr. Binchy (in- 


structed by Mr. Terence J. Liston) for the 
defendant Kirby. 

Superintendent MeNulty, one of the 
defendants, was cross-examined by Mr. 


O'Connor, and stated that before he went to 
Knocknagoshel on the date of the meeting 
that was addressed there by Tuohy he did 
not know that there was to be a meeting 
there. He told Sergeant Stapleton to search 
a man named Sean McGlinn, whom he saw 
in Knockuagoshel. Sergeant Stapleton took 
some envelopes from McGlinn, and he iound 
wfterwards that these envelopes contained 
clecticn literature. He detailed a man to 
hand the letters hack to some representative 
of the party to which the literature belonged. 
When he told Sergeant Stapleton to search 
MecGlinn he did not know to which party 
he belonged. 

Mr. O’Connor—I put it to you that to 
hol'l up McGiinn, take his literature and send 


it back to scmebody else waa an act ol 
provocation?—I do not agree. 
ow long before the meeting was this 


hold-up of Sean McGlinn’ About half-an- 
hour. 

You had seized Father Galvin’s car at this 
lime’—Yes; it was about ten minutes after 
seizing the car. 

Witness, answering turther questions, said 
that there were a good many interruptions al 
the meeting at Knocknagoshel, but they 
were mostly good-humoured interruptions. 
He heard some civilian shout “Up the 
R.LC." ‘Tuohy coupled his name with the 
Public Safety Act, and referred to him as 
“Pappy McNulty, who was responsible for 
the administration of that Act.” 

A LIGHT FLASHED, 

Immediately afterwards Mr. Murphy, who 
was at the meeting, flashed a light on him, 
and witness said, ‘‘ Put out that light.” He 
went towards the light to find out why it had 
been flashed on him after Mr. Tuohy’s re- 
marks, but from beginning to end of the 
meeting he did not interrupt or ask questions. 

“ Up the R.LC.” was used two or three 
times in different paris of the crowd, just as 
hecklers would use expressions at a meeting, 
said the witness, but there was no venom 1n 
the remark, so far as he knew. He did not 
hear the phrase, ‘‘ Where are your gunimen 
now *’’ used. He had no gun. 

Mr. O'Connor—Did you ever tell Mr. 
Murphy that since you came to Kerry you 
never felt safe without two revolvers ‘—I 
never did. 

Witness was cross-examined about the in- 
formation that was sworn before Mr. Kirby. 
and said that in swearing the information he 
was acting on what he had heard at the 
Castleisland meeting, and on what others had 
heard and’ noted. He did not remember 
having given directions to have the informa- 
tion put on the files of the Court. He made 
an application to the District Justice to have 
the plaintiff remanded under the provisions of 
the Public Safety Act, and considered that 
he was justified in making the application 
under the Public Safety Act, because he was 
afraid that they were “ up against ” a re- 
currence of the old troubles which they had 
experienced during the time when the county 
was in a generally disturbed condition. 

Mr. O’Connor—From the time when Tuohy 
was arrested until he was discharged not a 
particle of evidence was preferred against 
him 7— Not against Mr. Tuohy.

SALE OF A HOUSE. - 

Concluding his opening argument on 
behalf of the appellants, Mp. Jellett pointed 
out that there was nothing done in the Court 
below at the hearing of the case except ie 
make the ordinary order or decree, and no 
order had been made up to the present for 
the sale of the premises. The course taken 
in the case was most unusual, the applica- 
tion made last July ov behalf of the executors 
being to confirm the first sale of. the house 
No. 10. If it was suggested that this was a 
matter in the discretion of the Judge, having 
regard to the issues raised in the pleadings 
he said, his Lordship was not in a 
position to exercise any discretion at all 
1. the matter. under the circumstances. 
He submitted that the carrying out of this 
trust should not be left m the hands of the 
people who were concerned in what had been 
done in the case. With reference to the 
house sold, No. 10, there had been no reserved 
price, no bidding, and there was no evidence 
to show that anything had been done by 
the auctioneer when the auction came to 
nothing to see if anybody else would buy the 
premises. In fact, it was nothing more than a 
hole-and-corner sale. 

The Chief Justice remarked that perhaps 
the property was unsaleable and that the 
people did not want it. 

Mr. Jellett said that no opportunity had 
been given to people to bid as there should 
have Goce given. With regard to the other 
house, No. 11, it stood in a totally different 
position, There was no information given as 
to price, valuation, reserve price, or anything 
else; so that they had to deal with the 
question of both law and fact. He asked 
their lordships to give the carriage of sale of 
the premises to the Commissioners for 
Charitable Donations and Bequests, the sale 
to be carried out under the supervision of the 
Court. 

Mr. Dickie submitted that the trustees were 
not to blame with reference to the matter; 
that they had acted properly throughout; and 
that there was no underhand work. Nothing 
whatever had heen done, and no sale had 
taken place since thé Commissioners of 
Charitable Donations and Bequests had re- 
fused to sanction the sale when they were 
asked for their consent. 

The arguinents having concluded, 


COURT'S DIRECTIONS. 

The Court confirmed the order of Mr. 
Justice Meredith with reference to the sale of 
No. 10 for £250, there being no evidence 
given on behalf of the Commissioners to show 
that the price was inadequate or under value. 
With regard to the sale of the other house, 
they held that the sale of the premises should 
not be allowed to be in the hands of the 
trustees under the circumstances, and that so 
much of the order of Mr. Justice Meredith 
must be discharged so far as that was con- 
cerned. ‘They directed that the sale of No. 11 
should be carried out in court, Mr. Justice 
Meredith to decide, on application, whether 
the Commissioners or the trustees should have 
carriage of the sale, They decided that the 
Commissioners should have their costs out of 
the estate; that the respondents should get 
no cosis, and that Mr. Walsh should be 
allowed the costs of attendance. 


CARRICK-ON-SHANNON 
GARAGE FIRE. 


ACTION AGAINST LEITRIM 
COUNTY COUNCIE. 
(BEFORE MR. 808998, Grevane AND A 


Bernard A. McManus, motor engineer, 
Carrick-on-Shannon, sued the Leitrim County 
Council to recover damages for loss sustained 
through the alleged negligence of one of their 
emplovés. 

The plaintiff, it was stated, was proprietor 
of a motor garage, and agreed with the Co. 
Council to permit them to keep in it a motor 
tractor and trailer used in connection with 
road construction. Early in the morning of 
órd February, 1928, James Malone, the driver 
of the motor tractor, went to the garage to 
take it out, and while he was taking it out 
and taking petrol from a drum stored there a 
lighted candle which he was using fell on the 
floor, set fire to the petrol which had dropped 
from the drum, with the result that the 
building was soon a mass of flames, and 
destroyed along with its contents. 

The jury found for the plaintiff, and 
assessed the damages at £400 in respect of 
the buildings and £430 in respect of the other 
losses which plaintiff claimed to have suffered. 
Mr. Justice O'Byrne gave judgment for 
£450 for Mr. McManus, and for £400 for him 
and two lady plaintiffs,.Miss Agnes Barrett 
and Miss Agnes Pettit. -

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PERJURY CHARGE. 
' N—m ! 


YOUNG MAN PUT BACK FOR 
| SENTENCE, 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

A young man, iam Coade, pleaded 
“ not guilty’ to a charge of perjury, alleged 
to have been commit at a trial in the 
Circuit Criminal Court on October 26 last. 

The prisoner, who was undefended, chal- 
lenged se jurors and took notea during 
the trial. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., who (instructed by the 
Chief State Solicitor) prosecuted, said that on 
October 26 a young man nemed James Deane 
was convicted in the Circuit Criminal Court 
for having broken a plate glass window in 
the premises of Messrs. Seale, Westmoreland 
street. To prove the case against Deane 
evidence was given by Sergeants Byrne and 
Kelly. When the glass was broken a man, 
who afterwards was proved to be Deane, ran 
across the street in the direction of Fleet 
street, but Sergeant Kelly, who happened. to 
be passing at the opposite side of the street, 
ran after him. The mau ran up Westmore- 
land street and down the quay, and then 
dashed into a tenement house, and was 
arrested by Sergeant. Byrne. 

PURSUIT AND GAPTURE. 

Sergeant Kelly was in the street at the 
time the glass was broken, and, seeing a man 
running away, he pursued. him, and was in 
Fleet street at the time Sergeant Byrne was 
coming out of the tenement house with his 
prisoner, and he essisted in taking the 
prisoner to Pearse street sta*ion. 

From the time the two sergeants arrested 
the prisoner Deane, until they took him to 
Pearse street station nobody interfered with 
them. At the trial of Deane in October the 
two sergeants gave evidence for the prosecu- 
tion. William Coade was examined for the 
defence, and he stated that he was by himself 
passing through Westmoreland street, and as 
le was passing Seale’s premises he saw three 
young men come from the direction of 
O'Connell Bridge, and he saw one of them 
break the wipe: Coade swore positively 
that the man whom he saw break the window 
was not James Deane. He furthermore stated 
that he remained about until he saw Deane 
in custody of the two police sergeants, and 
then went up to the two police sergeants, 


who had their prisoner, and that he 
was present when a man came up 
and spoke to the two police sergeants— 
the man whom he identified as the 
man who broke the window—and that 
that man told the policemen that they had 


taken the wrong: person into custody, and 
that another policeman had taken another 
person into custody. 

Of course, said Mr. Carrigan, that was 
very circumstantial evidence for a jury to 
listen to—the defence was that the wrong 
person was ‘aken, The two police sergeants 
denied that anybody spoke to them at all 
from the time that Deane was pursued by 
Sergeant Kelly, and was never let out of 
sight, except for the few moments when the 
man ran into the tenement house, pursued by 
the sergeant. 

THE POLICE EVIDENCE. 

The jury believed the evidence of the police 
sergeants, said Mr. Carrigan, and this was a 
case in which Coade must have invented the 
evidence on a material point—concocted the 
story; and, therefore, should be punished be- 
cause he had committed the offence of 
perjury. 

Sergeants Byrne and Kelly were examined, 
and bore out Mr. Carrigan’s statement. They 
were cross-examined by the prisoner at some 
length. 

The prisoner then entered the witness box, 
was sworn, and gave evidence, in which he 
asserted that the evidence he had given at 
the trial of Deane in October last was true 
and correct in every detail. He alleged that 
he was asked by two detectives what his 
political opinions were. 

Replying to the Judge, Coade said that he 
was still absolutely certain that Deane was 
not the man who broke the window. 

The prisoner addressed the jury, and said 
that his evidence was as good as the evidence 
of the police officers. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty, and he 
was put back for sentence. 


BOUND OVER.

Fluctuating fortunes again marked the 
cricket in the fourth Test Match, and at the 
close of play to-day the position was still 
very open, there being every prospect of a 
fine fighting finish on a pitch which has 
lasted remarkably well.
